bad $I thought 60 much importance 
woull have been attached to the 
rumors as to any probability or possibility of 
my name being considered in connection With 
a cabinet appointment.” 

The Washington correspondent of the Cleve- 
land Leader, republican, writes to bis paper 
that ‘whether Colonel] Buck becomes & mem- 
ber of the cabinet or not, those who know him 
express a hope that his advice will be taken by 
tle president-elect, in regard to the needs of 
the south, in preference to the many from that 
section who have suddenly discovered them- 
guives to be republicans, now that the democrats 
are avout going out of power. colonel buck 
has demonstrated the fact, so often denied by 
sguthern inen, that & man Can a @ with the 
colored men in politics, and fight earnestly for 
their rights, without losing standing in the 
community in which he lives. Colonel Buck 
led a black regiment fora part of the time 
during the war. Hie saw them fight shoulder 
to shoulder with their white brethren, and saw 
them dio for their country’s flag as braveiy as 
any others of its defenders, and he says 
thera should be no backward steps taken. 
Should the republicans of the south seek 
to gain favor in the south, and win yotes from 
white democrats by repudiating the negro, the 
resuilé would surely be that the party would 
lose the colored vote in the north, and thus 
jeopardize their hold upon any part of the 
country. Few, if any men, stand higher so- 
cally or any other wey in Georgia today than 
Colonel Buck, and yet it is not at the sacritice 
of any of his republican principles.”’

never do to have both in the cabinet together. 
The southern republicans are almost united on 
Mabone for postmaster general and are push- 
ing his cause with their united influence. 

The amount of nepotism displayed in the 
appointments made by the various statesmen 
is surprising. I will venture the assertion that 
fully one-fourth the members of congress have 
one or more relatives in government office. 
Many have their sons, brothers, sisters, daugh- 
ters and in one instance a wife. I refer in the 
latter case to Senator Reagan, of 
Texas, whose wile draws a salary 
or six dollars per diem as his secretary. Under

Industrial Education ia the South. 
W asuinaron, December 19.—{Special]—The 


issue an interesting illustrated monograph on 
“Industrial Education in the South,’’ by Rev. 
4. D. Mayo, a northern man, who, for the past 
Sight years, has been engaged in a ministry of 
Dr, 
Mayo says: 

“A very important consideration of the new 
industrial life of the south, is the fit training 
of the oporative olass in the new manufacturing 
centers of the states. At present, the cotton 


, mills seem to be largely supplied from the 


poorer classes of the native white population, 
while the colored people are found in the 
tobacco, iron and most of the mechanica 
industrious, working, according to report, 
with fair success. As the manufacturing in- 
terest increases the class of native white oper- 
atives will probably be insufficient and the 
problemrof training the colored people will be 
encountered. Phere is no dowht expragsed by 
those who have most to do with industrial 
training of these people that in them the south 
has a most valuable material for its growing 
operative class, and that, with proper effort, 
they can be fitted to de the work for which the 
north is compelled to depend on 
the constant importation of the more 
ignorant and wnudisciplined neople 
from. Knarope. Along with this goes 
the rare opportunity offered to the corporations 
of making every manufacturing center also an 
educational center for the people, brought in 
by the demand for operative labor. It is grat- 
ifying to note that the leading manufacturing 
localities of the south are generally the lead- 
ing school ceuters, and that a large town of 
this sort, properly managed, is of equal value 
for its product of good citizenship and saleable 
goods. Here and at the railroad repair and 
manufacturiug points is feund a capital oppor- 
tunity of putting industrial instruction of the 
manual training sort into the new common 
ools. 

“But while the higher forms of industrial 
education which concerns the training of ex- 
perts and skilled laborers are in a hopeful line 
of development in the southern states, the cor- 
sponditg enterprise of lifting up the great 
mass of illiterate and unskilled to intelligent 
and more effective laborers, as far as instruc- 
tions in schools is concerned, is in its earliest 
Stages. * * * When we speak of the indus- 
trial training of the southern masses in schools, 
We must bear in mind the present condition 
ef popular education. In brief, there are now 
6,000,000 children and youth in these states, of 
legal school age, between six and tweuty. 
Of these in 1880, 35 per cent of white and 70 
per cent of colored, between the ages of ten 
and fourteen, and 69 per cent of colored and 
18 of white between fifteen and twenty, were 
fnabie to write.

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SENATOK QUAY IN INDIANAPOLIS

Visit. 

INDIANAPOLIS, December 19.—-Senator ‘Juay 
made a hasty visit to Indianapolis, returning 
to Washington with his party at 5:10 this eve- 
ning.

It was very largely 
social. Quay had never met the president- 
elect, and it was quite natural that he should 
want to become acquainted, aud it was really 
for that purpose he came.

Searching the Swamps About Wahalka for 
the Negroea Who Fired the Deadly 
Volley on the White Posse. 


WAHALAK, Miss,, December 19.—[Special. ]}— 
The tragegy is about ovor. Three of the 
leading actors are in the hands of the aven- 
gers, and six more are hedged in so that es- 
cape seems impossible. The hunt bogan early 
this morning and three of the suspects have 
been captured. Their names are Dick 
Cheatham, Anthony Wilder, and Zack 
Maury. The former two are in custody, the 
latter under surveilance. Wilder was caught 
in astorein Snuguink. A search of his prem- 
ises revealed two guns concealed in a baru, 
one belonging to himself, another to Will 
Martin. One ofthe guns was loaded with 
slugs and turkey shot, the other with buck- 
shot. 

Dick Cheatham was arrested at the house 
of a Mr. Jones, whom he 
was assisting in killing hogs. 
His wife was also there. She betrayed great 


_hervousness and seeming anxiety to get away, 


which she did speedily, for the purpose, it is 
believed, of warning the other conspirators, 
whose hiding places she knew. Dick Cheat- 
ham made a confession, stating that six of the 
fugitives had breakfasted at his house, among 
others, George Maury, tho ringleader. Their 
plan was to remain in hiding until night, and 
then board a passing train. Armed men are 
waiting for them to-night ata half dozen sta- 
tions north and south of here. The prisoners 
are at a ‘dilapidated frame building. called 
the White House, ten wmiles_ from 
here on the brow of one of the 
highest ranges of hills in the neighborhood. 
They are under strong*guard, and the next 24 
hours will determine their fate. Satisfactory 
evidence is now at hand that the ambus& par- 
ty was composed of sixteen men, led by Geo. 
Maury. The others known are, Walter Crook, 
Will Martin, alias Colenel Geo. Coleman, 
Henry Bush, Dick Cheatham, Anthony Wil- 
der, Cash Maury, John Prince Nelson and An- 
drew Henniss. It is not likely that any of 
them can get out of the traps set for them. 

The wounded white men are worse tonight, 
and it is feared three more of them will die. 
Special praise is due Superintendent C. G. 
Meriwether, of the Western Union for his 
prompt compliance with the request 
from iour correspondents here for better facili- 
ties. By the first train he sent FE. H. Hawze 
and W. A. Stallings, two superb operators, 
who fired the news cut as fast as it was deliy- 
ered to them. 

Merrtpian,{Miss, December'19.-The situation 
at Wahalak remains unchanged. The negroes 
implicated inthe Killing of Maury and 
other citizens of -Kemper county, have all 
disappeared and no trace of them has been 
found uptotime of writing. A number of 
men have been diligently searching for thom 
since Sunday morning, but not one of them 
has yet been found.

AN EXCITING SCENE. 


The French Ministry Atiacked—Challenal 
Lacour Cheered. 

Panrs, December 19.—The bondholders of 
the Panama canal company will hold a meet- 
ing January 29th, to diseuss the course they 
shall pursue in view of the company’s dilfli- 
culties. 

In the s¢nate today during debate on the 
budget, Challenal-Lacour said the present was 
not the moment to consider French finance, 
but the future of France. He condemned the 
policy now pursued in the schools which, he 
said, struck at the root of the traditional 
principle of parental control. The main 
cause of existing evils, be declared. was 
radicalism, which relentlessly pursued the 
old founders of the repudlic and gave 
promises that were 1mpossible to fulfill. France 
had abandoned the niost glorious of monarchies 
and was about to fall at the feet of the least of 
men, The cabinet’s duty was to check the 
movement towards the abyss, but instead of 
doing this, the cabinet were hastening the 
movement. It was time to return to the policy 
of good sense. He appealed to the right to 
unite with the party of the left, which was the 
upholder of order and liberty and together 
save the country, 

The speech cated a sensation, and at its 
conclusion, the senators arose en masse and 
enthusiastically cheered the orater. 

M. Leon Say moved that the speech be 
prizted and posted in public places throughout 
the country.

FIRING FROM THE FORTS. 


Ships Compelled te Retire—The Trouble is 
Hayti. 

New Yorx, December 19.—The Clyde 
steamship Saginaw, which arrived here from 
Hayti yesterday, put in at the dock at Brook- 
lyn this morning. There seems to be great 

oubt in the minds of members of firm ef 
W. P, Clyde & Co., whether bombardment of 
Cape Haytien as reported by the Saginaw’s 
passengers yesterday did actually occur. 
Captain Kelley, of the vessel, has as yet made 
no Official statement of the incident to his 
employers. 

The story is published this morning that the 
bombardment did not occur, but the fire 
from Cape Haytien forts drove away the ships 
after a few shots, and that little or no damage 
was done either on shore or at sea. The sympa- 
thies of all Now York merchants doing busi- 
ness in Hayti are with the people of the north. 
It is thought that the ultimate result of the 
trouble will be the establishment of two sepa- 
rate governments, one at the north and the 
othey at the south end of the island.

A Fata!liy Seems to Follow Those Under Ite 
tan and Their Children. 

SPRINGFIZLD, Mass., December 18.—‘‘An- 
other victim of Father Dougherty’s curse!” 
was the exclamation heard from many persons 
in this city on learning of ex-Mayor O'Con- 
nor’s death at Holyoke. 

Forty years ago a Catholic priest in this city, 
Father Dougherty, was charged with the be- 
trayal of a young lady. The Sunday followi 
the exposure a crowd of forty or more excit 
parishioners gathered at the church door and 
refused Father Dougherty admission to the 
church. The angry priest thereupon cursed 
those whose hands were turned against him, 
and itis declared that nearly all of thoge 
cursed have died unnatural deaths, while 
their children have not been exempted. 

Three or four of the “aceursed’’ are still 
alive. Among them is Owen O’Connor, of 
this city. About two years ago Mr. O’Connor’s 
youngest son, Dr. P. J. O'Connor, committed 
suicide at Worcester, and today anoter son, 
ox-Mayor and City Physician O’Connor, of 
Holyoke, died of apoplexy. Dr. Swazey, one ol 
the witnesses against Father Dougherty, fell 
through a bridge near Northampton severa 
years ago and was killed. John Cardiff, whe 
was one of the leading prosecutors, fell downa 
flight of stairsand died. John Topping, an- 
other who opposed the priest, fell thirty fees 
n an ice-house aad was instantly killed. John 
Madden, who was one of the leading saloone 
keepers of Now England twenty years age, 
came under the ban.. Misfortunes crowded ip 
upon him and from a prosperous -merchang 
with a $100,000 bank account, he _ died 
almost a pauper. Michael Burns, of Park 
strect, becaine an atheist. Edward Rile, an 
old armorer, died of paralysis, his daughter 
became insane, end his son, Edward Rile, is 
now fem gs insane, andin his delirium he 
raves about Father Dougherty’s curse.

SO MANY TROUVPS WERE 
INTO BIRMINGHAM. 


The Criminal Classes Ready to Profit by 
Popular Excitement—The Governer De- 
fended, 


MoxTocomery, Ala., December 19.—([Spe- 
c.al.}—Colonel Thomas G. Jones, of the second 
regiment of Alabama state troops, who commanded 
the military in the recentexcitement at Birming- 
ham, todsy hts official report to the adjutant general 
snd the governor. 

The colonel andthe governor have been criti- 
cised for throwing such astrong body of soldiers 
into Birmingham on that memorable Sunday morn- 
ing, and Colonel! Jones sets forth his reasons for that 
action as follows: 

“I was convinced that the surest hope of pre- 
venting furiher bloodshed, and perhaps other 
calamities, was to throw into the city before 
nightfall a body of troops strong enough to restore 
confidence, convince the most desperate of them of 
the foliy of further yiolence, and meet any other 
contingencies which migbt likely arise, All large 
cities have their proportion of the criminal class, 
who are quick to take advantage of times of dis- 
order and excitement, to carry on their nefarious 
work, and the city of Birmingham {s not an excep- 
tiou to this universal rule. Woaile it is not the fanly 
or in any wise to the discredit of the city of Birming- 
ham, the fact remained and could not be 
lost sight of, that the concentration 
of the stat’. convicts in Jefferson county had induced 
numbers of them toremain after their discharge, 
anc their presence in the vicinity was an additioval 
danger to be provided against, if further troubie 
arose, and intensified the gravity of the situation. 
Hoping for the best, it was, nevertheless, necessary 
to consider the worst, and prepare to deal with re 
newed disorder should it arise under condions 
which would require the use of 
a strong lorce or troops, for the 
protection ofthe gas, water and electric works, 
which are preliminary to attack in time of great 
disturbances, as well as to guard the jail and pre- 
gkerye the peace. It would not do to risk the 
disastrous consequences which befell Cincinnati 
undcr like conditions in the riot there of 1884, 
because of the failure to throw a —— foree into 
the city after the first night’s firing. Ordinarily, a

MEXICO’S HIDDEN CITY. 


The Largest and Grandest Ruins on the 
Continent Unearthed. 

Well may it be said, with the following facts 
in yiew, that Mexico is terra incognita. 
Another discovery of a ruined city rivaling in 
grandeur and size the great Paienque ruins of 
the state of Chiapas has just been made, and 
which promises a field for a modern archzol- 
ogist far broader in research than that which 
made Captain William Dupaix’s name famous 
in Mexican history. The Paienque ruins have 
beea the wonder and admiration of all who 
have visited them. In the great expedition 
made by Cortez to the present Honduras to 

ut down the revolt against his power headed 

y Christobal de Olid, who was sent to found 
a colony in that wilderness, he passed within, 
it is supposed, a half a mile of this ancient city 
of the aves. andin the near vicinity hung 
Cuautemoc, the famous Tenochitlan ruler. 

‘The first reliable report on the ruins was 
made by Captain William Dupaix, a French- 
mab, Who was sent out by the king of Spain, 
17%. Since this time many excursions have 
been made to the old city, and there are few 
maseums without archwologic specimens 
from it. Chiapas, owing to its isolated posi- 
tion, has not received the thorough investiga- 
tion made in other states of the republic, and 
it ig not strange that the news of a discovery 
far more important than has been made fora 
century should reach this city two months after 
the discovery is known to the people of that 
state. An American engaged in. the mining 
business inthe immediate vicinity of where 
the grandest of all ruins yet found on the coi- 
tinent has just been unearthed, has the honor 
of being the first to report the discovery to the 
governor of Chiapas. 

The site of the new ruins is about 100 miles 
from Palenque, in a dense wildervess. The 
American has about hiscamp a number of 
woodchoppers who are engaged in gathering 
mahogany, and through them he learned that 
they had in their rambles found some striking- 
ly large stone structures. He having a taste 
for archwology started out on’a tour of discoy- 
ery with the woodchoppers, paying them good 
salaries to accompany him. “For three 
weeks he pursued his investigations in the tield 
of tne ruins and within this time found a city 
nineteen miles long. The width of this colos- 
sal monument to the industry of the Mayas is 
still unknown. Mammoth stone buildings, 
with their walls in a perfect state of preserva- 
tion, and covered with the strange hiero- 
glyphics of the ancients, were scattered 
all along the route traversed by the party. 
Partially buried were other structures which 
forbade research, owing to the lack of tools. 
Lhese buildings till in the spaces between the 
large edifices. Monoliths, rivaling many seen 
in the museum of this capital, stand about, and 
some tower fully thirty feet above the earth. 
The entire ruins are in a dense forest, which is 
made up of the several varieties of trees in- 
digenous to the tropical zone. 

he American above referred to has visitep 
the Palenque ruins, and in his estimation the 
“new city’’ of the past is constructed in a 


more thorough manner and is in every respect 
of greater historical value{than|the§first named | 
ruius. Chiapas, from the conclusions arrived | 
at by the American in question, must have | 
been more thickly populated at some period in | 
the tifth century of our era than any other sec- 
tion of the North American continent. HKe- 
ferting to the ‘‘Catalogue of tho Collections, 
Historical and Archwological, of the National 
Museum of Mexico,”’ published in this city, it 
is found that at the closeof the fifth century 
of our era, the Nahoa and Maya civilization 
commingled on the peninsula of Yucatan, pro- 
ducing those wonderful monuments stili to be 
seen at Palemke or ‘'Palenque,’”’ and, it may 
be added, at the new city. ‘he hieroglyphics 
Which cover the wonderful slabs of stone in 


the new ruins are still dumb to the question- 
ing ofthe American whose endeavors have | 
given the world a greater city of the dead than 
has ever been brought to light in Mexico. The 
strange figures and symbols in relief upon the 
huge stones are similar to those seen at Palen- 
que. The discovorer, if the American can be 
so called, is now in this city, and is anxious to 
form one of the party to more fully investigate 


the city of the dead.

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The Sources of Typhoid Fever. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

The prevaience of typhoid fever in New 
York and Brooklyn during the present season 
has led Dr. Cyrus Edson, of the local board of 
health, tomake an exhaustive examination 
asto the origin of the disease in as many 
cases as possible. He found that the disease, 
in néarly one-half the cases inquired into, 
was contracted in country resorts to which the 
victims had gone totind health. Of 146 cases 
between ‘Twenty-third and Forty-second 


streets, it was found that seventy-two patients 
had spent the thirty days preceding the attack 
inthecountry. The only inference left was 
that in these eases the disease bad been con- 
tracted atthe summer resorts, and that the 


unusually large number of cases in the two 
cities during the autumn were not to ¥e 
charged to bad sanitary conditions at home. 
but to conditions which were favorable to the 
contraction of the disease in the localities pop- 
ularly supposed to be healthiest. 

In his comiments upon these facts before the 
New York Academy of Medicine Dr. Etison 
suggested that the most common sources of the 
disease in country places were well water and 
milk. At therisk of being denonnced by the 
prohibitionists he counselled his hearers to 
avoid drinking the one and not use the other 
in any form until jt had been boiled. He also 
said the contagion could be conveyed into the 
system by the hands, and advised the adoption 
of the Jewish custom of always washing the 
hands before eating. 

There is one point to be remembored in this 
cennection—the fact that during the absence 
ofa family in ‘the country the house is often 
closed, the traps in the drain pipes are emp- 
tied and the rooms become so filled with sewer 
gas ard poisonous emanations that the oceu- 
pauts, on returning, may encounter the dis- 
ease inthcir homes, and suppose that they 
have brought it from the country. But even 
so, there can be nodoubt that a very large 
proportion of typhoid cases are imported. 

In the discussion that followed Dr. Edson’s 
address one of the city physicians present 
called attention to a modern source of danger 
from this discase which the inhabitants of 
every city would do well to be on their guard 
against. Itis the custom of connecting the 
refrigerator with the sewer in order that the 
water froin the melting ice may be drained 
off without trouble to house wife or servant. 
The food in the refrigerator is thus brought 
in direct contact with gas from the sewer, and 
is liable to be infected with the germs of 
disease. Whileit is possible that perfect 
traps may be provided in many cases of this 
kind, the risk is sufficiently great to indicate 
that the oid way of emptying the drain -pan is 
the safest, if a little more troublesome, 

The prevalence of typhoid fever in what was 
supposed to be the healthiest portion of Phila- 
delphia during the past autumn may possibly 
be attributable to the sources which Dr. Edson 
and his fellow physicians mention. Certainly 
the number of residents whospenta few weeks 
in the country from this portion of the city was 
undoubtedly large, and if the germs of the dis- 
ease exist In as greata degree as Dr. Edson 
suggests in rural communities, no further ex- 
planation would be required. The matter is of | 
sufficient interest to be worth inv estigating by 
our board of health and leading physicians. 
The history of a given number of cases in the 
Twenty-ninth and other wards in which th 
disease raged could still be procured, and it 
could thus be determined whether in any con- 
siderable proportions of them the disease was 
contracted outside the city.

to show why the new rates arecalculated to 
injure the lumber interests of the state. He 
asserts, indeed, that the advance, which 
was not asked for by the roads, will impose 
a tax of four hundred thousand dollars on 
the products of the Georgia mills. These 
are very large figures, and the matter ought 
to receive the prompt attention of the com- 
missioners. 

According to our correspondent, this tax 
will fall most heavily on the smaller mills, 
and the humble laborers who depend on the 
mills for the support of themselves and their 
families.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., December 10.—It does 
not seem to be generally understood by the public 
at large that the prosperify of the largest industry 
in the state of Georgia, has recently been seriously 
impaired, and the future prospect of that industry 
—and the many thousinds dependent upon it fora 
livelihood and‘snpport—rendered exceedingly pre- 
carious and uncertain. Ireferto the great lumber 
and miillinterest of Geotgia, which have received 
a crushing blow under the recent circular of our 
siate railroad commission, advancing the freight 
rates, on lumber seventeen (17) per cent.| This 
was done (it wiil be remembered) against the earn- 
est and logical! protest of the united lumber interest 
of the state, representing an invested capital of sev- 
eral millions of dollars, and a ccnstituency of many 
thousands of industrious eraployes. 

It was demonstrated at the hearing in Atlanta, 
before the commission, that the said inerease of 
seventeen per cent in freight rates on lumber would 
impose an additional freight tax on the product of 
the mills of four hundred thousand dollars ($40°,- 
000) it mag very properly be asked by the dixin- 
terested seeker after information on this subject, if 
an itcrease (‘‘a slight increase,’ the cominission 
terms it) of seventeen percent in lumber freight 
will pour $100,000 fnto the plethoric coffers of the 
great railway lines of Georgia, then how 
much is the total revenue derived by the railroads 
from this, the greatest industry in the state! 

The action of the railroad commission appears 
very unjust and arbitrary, and even unaccountable 
to many fair-minded people, and their decision has 
been severely criticised in many quarters. The ef- 
fect of increased rates of freight has already had a 
disastrous effect on many mills, and the conse- 
quences to the industry will uudoubtedly be serious 
and far-reaching. The ‘‘dark side of the picture,” 
unfortunately, will first be seen by the humble 
laborer, dependent for daily bread tor himself and 
his little family, out among the pines, upon the re- 
sults of his labor in that indusiry. Then, the next 
to suffer will be the thousands of modest land-own- 
ers, Who have nothing much except the pine lands, 
and who depend upon their timber leases to the 
various mills for their principal income. 

On the one hand, we have the we 5 hem and 
wealthy railway corporations, with their Vast and 
constantly increasing revenues, derived from the 
already too liberal tariffx established by tbe rail- 
road commission; on the other, we have our own 
citizens and business men engaged in the mill and 
lumber business, and their Jarge army of laborers 
and employes, who derive their daily support from 
this industry, and that alone. The writer has al- 
ways (hitherto) been a firm supporter and an ardent 
believer in the Georgia railroad commission and in 
the intelligent and capable gentleman who com- 
ose this, the highest and most important tribunal 

n the state (a more imporiant tribunal in many re- 
spects than the supreme court itself); but, in con- 
templating the adverse decision to the lumber men, 
and bearing in mind the consequences involved to 
tois great Georgia industry, 1 turn away witha feel- 
ing of keen disappointment at the action of the 
commission. The more go, as the adyance imposed 
was not asked for by the railroads, it is asserted, but 
was voluntarily inaugurate! by the railroad com- 
mission, And furthermore, without notice or warn- 
ing to the lumber —- 

In conversation with a prominent mill owner a 
few days since, he informed me that a distinct un- 
dersianding was arrived at in 1882, betweem the 
railroad managersand a large commitiee of the 
lumbermen in Atlanta, when the rates (recently re- 
voked) went into effect, that whenever the price of 
lumber and mill stuff advanced that an advance in 
freight rates would be consented to by the lumber- 
men, and not opposed before the cormmission.. In- 
stead of an advance in the price of tamber, how- 
ever, it wasshown at tho recent hearing that lumber 
had declined in value from $1.50 to $2.00 per thou- 
sand, while the waces of laborers and the cost of 
timber had increased, 

Another interesting and periinent fact should be 
borne in mind at this time, in connection with this 
unjust advance on lurnber rates, and that is the 
railroad companies in Georgia have developed 
and brought their equspenent and transportation 
services down to such a fine point thatthey are Dow 
enabled to handle fully twiee the traffic they hand- 
led four to five years ag &ad at the same (orevena 
reduced) ratio ‘of expense. Where they used to eim- 
ploy licht locomotives, with a capacity of 15 and 20 
cars, they now use the giant Moguls, hauling Soand 
40 cars with greatest case, Instead of using cars 
having a capacity of 20,000 and 24,000 pounds, the 
‘ailrozds nowemploy the modern flat and freight 
ears, Which have a capacity of 50,000 and many of 
them 60,000 pounds. Thus, one train crew, on a 
train of 35 cars, each having a load of 50,600 pounds, 
now does the work, and represents an earning ca- 
pacity forthe railway compzrny of fully four loco- 
motives and four separate train crews. 

Again, the cost of stee] rails it present is only $28 
to $50 per ton, while several years ago iron tails 
were casting #10 to $50 perton. Asto rolling stock, 
it can be shown that the flat cars (for transporting 
Iimmber) which former!y cost the railroad companies 
#0 to $700, and only having a capacity of 20,000 to 
4 UO) mines fan now bo borgtit fur $575 and § 100, 
and carrying 00,000 and 60,000 pounds, 

The railroad cornmission has fixed the maximum 
car load of lumber at 24,00) pounds. Of course, un- 
der this arraneement the railroads collect excess 
freight on all the weight: put on a ear 
overand above 21,000 pounds. When we take into 
considerati 1} that 4) (Mi) and 50.0 0 pounds weight 
of Iumber is often loaded on the modern heavy 
built flat cars. we can easily sce that their “excess 
revenue” on lumber is a very large item for the 
railroads. 

There isa petition now before the railroad com. 
mission, I belleve, asking them to increase the 
maxiinum of a carioad of lumber to 30,000 pounds, 
instead of 24,000. In justice to the great interests rep- 
resented bythe lumbermen of Georvia, this petition 
ought to be granted-by our railroad comunission! 
This woukl afford considerable relief to the mil! 
men, and would go far towara repairing the evi. 
efiects of the recent unfortunate and grieyous ad- 
vance imposed by the commission on the product 
of Georgia’s sawmills, 

The commissioners have earned and deserved the 
gratitude of the naval stores producers, by reducine 
the exorbitant freight rate on rosin, and they havg 
only very recently, infused new life in the watere 
melon industry, by reducing tbe freight rates— 
while increasing the maxintm carload—on wel- 
ons, Letthem now more seriously consider th 
claims of the lumber industry, and take such action 
as will insure the prosperity of this great business 
and the welfare of the thousands dependent upon 
it for a living.

have carboHe acid added to the water in the carts 
that sprinkled the streets. I noticed from the odor 
afterwards that it wasdone.

he presented him withone. Finally it was about 
time for the legislator to leave as he was going back 
to Atlanta by the 9:50 p.m. train, and as he was 
getting ready he asked Dr. Hoyt: 

“Doctor, hasn’t you got an old coat you'd give 
me?"’ 

Phe “old human nature’ of the colored man came 
back to him, and he forgot that he wasa@ legislator 
drawing asalary of $4 per day. Dr. Hoyt was 
pleased to hear him ask the question as he had been 
puzzled to know what togive him. The doctor 
looked over his cast off clothing up stairs and found 
an old coat.. Sam already bad on two coats, and 
the new one which he triedto put on over the 
others was rather too tight. He then puiled off one 
audputon the coat recetved with the oldest one 
outside. The ontside coat was several inches shorter 
than the one given him, but that made no differ- 
ence,

Mr. Calhoun’s Talk. 
Mr. Calhoun arose, and, thanking the com- 


mittee for their courtesy, began where he left off 


Thursday evening. 

He argued that the combination of the West Point 
Terminal wih other roads, wasnot for speculative 
purposes. As tonct merging parallel roads, there 
isthe Lake Shore and New ¥ork Central that run 
side by side. While the constitutions of Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Missouri are mnch stronger rgainst 
consolidation than the constitution of Georgia, 
there are such sysiems of roads as the Pennsylvania 
system, the Missouri and other systems in those 
several siates. 

The constitution of Georgia simply inhibits the 
purchase by one corporation of siock in another 
corporation, while those states absolutely prohibit 
railroads absorbing each oiher. 
the country, and other circumstances, demand con- 
solidation, and the resnit is combinations, Mr. 
Carnegie, in his ‘’Trinraphant Democracy," refers to 
the Pennsylvania system as the greatest in the 
world. I] want tosee Georgia brought up to the 
prosperity of Pennsylyania, and every southerner 
would feel a pride in secing southern cities come up 
tothe growth of Pennsylvania towns, along the 
line of that system, that we never hear of here. 
He attributed it all to the agency of this system. 

To return, our various systems, while each com- 
petes with the other atone point, it strengthens it 
atsome other point. He spoke of the vast advant- 
age of haying sueh continuous lines as the Rich- 
mond and Danville and the Central sys- 
tem being connected and forming 
great continuous thorough fares of travel and traffic 
irom the north and west to the south. He compared 
this with the segregation of the yarious roads, by 
which it becomes the interest of each independent 
line to haul the products of the west right through 
the south and carry them north and the reverse. 

Mr. Calhoun read froma speech made by Mr. 
Carew, at- Memphis, in 139, wheh the present 
greant systems of southern railroads were mapped 
out, and the destiny of Atlanta, Augusta, Columb: s, 
Meridian and other railway centers were foretold. 
Mr. Carew was discussing the dangers of transpor- 
tation by the Mississippi river (hrough the Guif and 
around the Cape of Fiorida, and argued that the 
natural formation of the country would cause the 
building of these tines. 

The speaker said that to bring about barmouious 
management and consolidation of these road, one 
hundred menin a hundred diiferent parts of the 
country had been engaged for years. and that now 
the necessities of the country,demanded the consoli- 
dation of these lines, 

He spoke of the Louisville and Nashville bringing 
the manufactures of Cincinnati south, and carry 
the productions of New Orleans iorihwerd. Like- 
wise the Cincinnati Southern doing the same thing 
between Shreveportand;Cincinnati. He spoke of the 
purpose jofthe combination being to make it to the 
interest of the roads to build up the south Atlantic 
ports, and that they trusted in time to demonstrate 
the correctness of the theory. 

Mr. Lamar asked, ‘‘How will it be to the interest 
of the combination to build up these ports, when 
the Central and East Tennessee, both haying ports, 
find it to their interest now to ship northwar.i?” 

The answer was that_at present the East Tennes- 
sec, for Inmstarece, hes one trunk line from Chatta- 
nooga to Bristol, anti the great branches feeding it, 
and the hauling of freight over the trunk line from 
these branches makes the per centage more protit- 
able. : 

The combination, with its splendid terminal fa- 
cilities, would only needto add asteamer tothe 
magnificent fleet as needed to accommodate trafic, 
andthe Kast Tennessee, Central and otber roads 
ate grand trunk lincs,and it would be to the prot 
of the combination to have overthem. What is the 
interest ofthe men who control the system? ‘To in- 
crease the proiits. This can be done only by in- 
creasing the rates or by increasing the busi- 
ness and lessening, the cost of trans- 
portation. end by this means make 
sornamof thoce lines nay thathero Rewes heam sate 
to pay the interest on their bonded indebtedness, 

Mr. Calhoun quoted Mr, MeKintey as asserting 
that we now manufacture more pig ironthan was 
manufactured by the entire country in 1860. But I 
want to see more than the mere getting out of crude 
metal and the spinning ofraw yarn. I want to see 
everythiug manufactured bere that can be produced 
from iron, coal, or cotton, 

Fvery car that comes here loaded the 
products of the west must go back empty or leaded 
with the productions of our section. Being identitied 
by such Giose relations with the great southwest, 
Texas and Arkansas. it will be to their Interests io 
bring their products to southern ports, 

It was shown how Atlanta and Birmingham 
ought to be able to supply the southwest with man- 
ufaciured products, instead of leaving it to Boston 
aud Vittsburg. ‘The effect of this movement w if te 
the development of the country so as to quadruple 
the population of every sonthera 
city by the beginning of the next century, 

Heretofore we have been pressed and cramped, 
and haye not developed ukethe north, But the 
time is coming when every barrier will be wiped 
away, and southern cities will grow on a line with 
those of the northand west. It was shown how 
Atlanta, Augusta, Columbus, Macon and Savannah 
would become great and flourishing manufacturing 
centers under the impetus of this wwovement. Itis 
a great mistake to suppose that one city will 

row at the expense of anoiher, as is 
filusteated by the growth of points 
along the Atlantic coast alternating with the great 
cities. The movement does pot limit the benefit 
to Georgia ports, but to all southern - ports alike, 
aud every Georgian should take a pride in the 
growth of all southern cities. Segregate the rail- 
way lines and the result is the pulling of southern 
products norihand the bringing of eastern and 
western manufactures jsouth. A people with our 
resources ought to develop rapidly. 

Our tuture depends on our industainal develop- 
nun anLlee'y enterprise, and every iidividnal 
lnborer brought from the north increaseathe ties 
that bind them to our interests, 

The speaker argued that if Mr. Wadley, backed 
with 2,000 miles of railroad could, puta fleet of 
steamers between Savannah and New York, the 
combination, with fits 9,000 miles of road can put.a 
fleet of stately ships on the ocean, bearing sonithern 
products to New York and other great trade centers, 

In conclusion, he urged and emphasized the fact 
that the projectors of this enterprize are men who 
expect to makefame and fortune by being of ser- 
vice to their country. 

Mr. Lamar asked if it was due to the system or the 
men who managed it, that Pennsylvania bad been 
so largely benetitted? 

Mr. Calhoun answered that it was not dune to men, 
but to the unconscious development of the indus 
trial features by the systems ’so vitally invested in 
the increase oi iraflic. 

Mr. Hand asked; “What would become of existing 
competing points afier the combination had been 
effected; and would it ot be possible in consolidat- 
ing to put in effect the long and short haul clause?” 

Mr. Calhoun answered that it {s the tendency of 
the times to do this. and he thinks that the short 
lines from the south to the west will play an impor- 
tant partin the development of the country. 

*Would it not be possible forthe Terminal man- 
agement to manipulate stocks, and by running first 
one and then another line, alternately, to spé culate 
in them’’’ was asked, 

The answer came readily. He was ready to admit 
that, and the only way to prevent speculation is to 
put good men in charge, 

A question was asked as to the size of the great 
systems of the country, and the speaker auswered 
tbat there was none that did not control more iines 
than the Terminal. 

Mr. Lamaraskedif it were possible for the dozen 
great sysienis lo control the rauroad interests of the 
couniry, was it not possible to pul them all under 
goveruinent control? 

The answer wasthat the tendency is to consoli- 
date, and the time may come when the government 
will control all the great bighwaysof trade. He 
belie vedjin a tribunal being established with powers 
sufiicicnt, and yet not tooarbitrary, tolook after 
the railroad interests. The speaker referred to a 
statementin the papers {that be had been in South 
Carolina fighting a railroad commission, which was 
not the case. ‘The legislature of tbatstate had how- 
ever, complimented him by giving hima unanimous 
yote against anti-combination,
